Sellers, in Paxles Church-yard, andelſe-where in 
London, as alfo'at Chaundlcrs that Sell and Rectaile 
Writing Paper ; All ſuch Ruled Paper, Parct- 
ment, and Writing Bookecs, are, and may be fold 
at a reaſonable ratc and price : And alſo at the Kings 
Be::ch you may have your Paper and Parchment Ru- 
led and Iimprcfled , after what manner and diſtance 
you pleaſe, cither mecrely with white Lincs, or ele 
with Marginall Inckc-lines, and with white Lines 
ro write on them, But if in caſe you dehire to ſee fur- 
ther into the nature and vſc of theſe _buſincſſes ; the 
larger Orthograpizall Treatiſes (which arc now alſo vn- 
acr hand) doe more fully and amply intreate and 
handle all the Linearie and Fortarie Workes and Arts, 


whereof this Bricfe Declaration hath onely giucn a 
{mall glimpſe or taſte.
